plant was shown in a check of the 
personnel records. Most of those 
working there reside in Ontario. 
The Upland district is next in the 
number of employes while there are 
several who reside in Chino, Pomo- 
na, Claremont and a few in. River- 
side. is 

For many months the plant has 
been working to near capacity. The 
outlook is for continued employ- 
ment. Of interest to the workers 
is the fact that the company is 
making semi-annual distributions 
of profits to the employes. The dis- 
tribution is based on the company’s 
earnings during the-first half of the 
year. Sum of $10,650 was distrib- 
uted today. 

Under the distribution plan, em- 
ployes with five or more years of 
service received 4.8 per cent of 
their earnings for the first six 
months of the year; those whose 
service record is between three and 
five years received 3.2 per cent and 
those who have worked from one 
to three years received 1.6 per cent. 

The amount distributed is a gain 
of $8,642 over the first sfx months 
of 1936. The Ontario company is 
known for its work in making the 
Hotpoint electric iron.

The deer also were numerous, 
with many baby deer picking 
their way daintily through the 
camp grounds. Some of the deer 
readily came upon the porch to 
nibbte the small cakes Mr. and 
Mrs. Winter kept for them. 

The friendliness and trust dis- 
played by these wild animals that 
are given no cause to fear their 
human friends, is remarkable. 

Each day at 2:30 the bears are 
fed the garbage from the camps 
and before that hour they come 
in from the woods, grumbling 
and growling, mostly bhiff, the 
guide says, and become excited 
as a group of children at a wa- 
termelon feast, when they hear 
the garbage wagon coming. 
There is little quarreling among 
them, but for the sake of safety 
the mothers with a few short 
grunts and occasionally a well 
aimed cuff, send the little cubs 
scrambling up the trees to wait 
there until the adult feast is over.

Public Hearings Tuesday to 
Enable Taxpayers to 
Question Outlays 








An opportunity for the public to 
Officially discuss school expenses 
with school board members comes 
next’ week. Public hearings are 
scheduled at the Upland board of 
education meeting and at the Chaf- 
fey board mecting at 7 o'clock 
next Tuesday. 

While the new Upland budget is 
higher than the 1936-37 budget, the 
tax rate is likely to be the same. 
With the close of the fiscal school 
year the board had $5,800 on hand. 
The total budget figure is $84,500. 
Tax rate for the Upland schools 
during the last year was 60 cents 
for each $100 valuation.

LIBRARY MADE IN 
YEAR NOW CLOSING 


Librarian Giyes Interesting 
Data Concerning Operation 
Of Library 


Approximately 55,000 persons 
visited the Upland public library 
during the past year, figures 
compiled by the librarian, Mrs. 
¥, H. Manker, in her annual re- 

show. 
Phe also shows that 
during the 12 months, this being 
the first full year in which the 
Wbrary has kept morning hours, 
the morning attendance averaged 
512 per month. 

A decrease of 1.6 per cent, or 
10.86 in circulation during the 
year is noted, this being attrib- 
utable, at least in part, to the 
increasing prosperity that permits 
of more motoring, a _ greater 
number of shows and other 
amusements and less time for 
reading. 

There are compensations, how- 
ever. The Sarah Temple junior 
library increased its attendance 
and circulation during the year, 
showing it is meeting a réal 
need, Misg Elizabeth Wright, 
Wbrarian of the juvenile depart- 
ment,is doing muchto interest 
the children. 

A ain was made in the num- 
ber of non-fiction books read, re- 

an increasing demand 
for literature other than for rec- 
reational and amusement read- 
ing. 
‘A new service to the public re- 
cently inaugurated by the library 
is the book review given on the 
first Friday night of each month 
with Mrs. Ruth N. West, assistant 
librarian, in charge. Thig service 
is proving popular with the 
patrons. 

The librarian’s report shows 
that total circulation was 63,539 
books, periodicals, pamphlets 
and pictures. Fiction was the 
most popular, there being 39,628 
of these books loaned. The nor- 
fiction total was 14,256, while 
there were 8,651 periodicals. 

A gain of more than 300 mem- 
bers was recorded, the number 
in good ‘standing now being 3,633. 
Attendance of patrons on Sun- 
days totaled 1,177. 

Expenditures during the year 
amounted to $7,724.42. Of this 
sum, $38,638.90 went as salaries 
for the library service. New 
bookg cost $1,682.78. Furniture 
and equipment and repairs to the 
building totaled $727.45. 

The income total wag $7,811.- 
98, with a balance on hand of 
$87.51, Taxes provided $7,365.28. 
Fines tetaled $201.75 and book 
rentals amounted to $134.57.

Q—The recent legislature made 

some changes in our traffic laws; 

when will these become effective ? 

A—Ninety days after the official 
adjournment of the legislature. 
This makes all laws effective as of 
August 27, unless other date is spe- 
cifically provided. 

Q—Are amber lenses on car 
lights ahy advantage? 

A—It is probable that amber 
lights would be of some advantage 
on fog lamps, but if used on head- 
lights, any advantage in fog. would 
be obtained at the cost of 25 to 50 
per cent of the intensity of the road 
light in clear weather driving. 

Q—Must all clearance lights be 
green? 

A-—Yes. 

Q-—How many should be installed | 
on a trailer or truck having a body 
in excess of 80 inches wide? 

A---Four; one on each side near 
the front and one on each side near 
the rear. 

Q—Do passenger busses have to 
carry clearance lights? If not, why 
are these exempted? 

A—No; the purpose of clearance 
lights is to warn motorists against 
wide vehicles such as trucks loaded 
with produce, machinery, etc, Pas- 
senger buses are lighted on the in- 
side making clearance lights un- 
necessary. 

Q—If I borrow a friend’s car for 
a vacation trip and am arrested 
for a traffic violation, must he or 
I appear in court? 

A—You must appear or be rep- 
resented by counsel, 

Q—Must I have my friend's 
written permission to use his car? 

A-—This is not required ag ver- 
bal permission is sufficient.

Camp Fire Permits Available 
At Local Station; Rules 
Are Outlined 
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Camp fire permits good for one| 7h 


year in any federal forestry area 
in California may be secured at the 
forestry lookout station on Red 
Hill, it is announced by C. C. Tin- 
dell, member of the forestry serv- 
ice stationed at the lookout. 

The Red Hill station is the only 
point in the Upland-Ontario district 
where such permits may be ob- 
tained. The camp fire permits also 
are issued at forest ranger stations 
in the federal area in the moun- 
tains. 

Before making use of ac fire 
permit, the holder must be equip- 
ped with a shovel and an axe, Mr. 
Tindell stated. 

Regulations require that the 
shovel have @ blade eight inches 


from end of handle to tip of blade, 
of 36 inches, or more. 

The axe must have an over-all 
length of 26 inches, or more, with 
a two pound head. 

The Red Hill lookout station is 
open. to the public at any time be- 
tween 9.a. m, and 4 p. m. each day

“RIO” by Hugh Gibson 

Ruth N. West 

The United States would be for- 
tunate indeed if all her emissaries 
were as discerning and genuinely|” 

erthusiastic as Hugh Gibson. How- 
ever, few ambassadors are privi- 
leged to occupy posts of such spec- 
tacular beauty as that now presid- 
ed over in this very hemisphere— 
Rio de Janeiro in Brazil. The very 
names connected with the telling of 
this skillful narrative spell ro- 
mance, beauty, tropical grandeur, 
and fun and amusement unsur- 





Not as a guide-book, 
but written rather to give a com- 
prehensive picture of Rio, it achiev- 
es both ends, for it tells of places 
and men of history, past and pres- 
ent, of language, gardens, food, 
amusements, society — of all the 
things that lead to a genuine un- 
derstanding of a great city. While 
all through the book threads the 
visitors tribute to the natural 
grandeur visible on every side, from 
the numerous views of the breath- 
taking beauty of the bay itself, to 
the picturesque mountain towns 
-complete with sketches of historic 
buildings and of the inhabitans 
themselves. y 

To treat briefly of the various 
subjects covered, the reader might 
well commence with: 

Hospitality: The author relates 


- details of numerous excursions un- 


dertaken at the invitation of hos- 
pitable Brazilians, none of whom 
was so indelicate as to inquire how

by Mr. Gibson, and he has gracious- 
ly allowed the reader to feel as if 
he, too, had been included among 
the guests. Among themselves, 
the Brazilians are loyal and gen- 
erous to a fault. The host of one 
family at whose home numerous 
srelatives and friends, rich and poor, 
found wide open doors, once saw 
@ neglected-looking man sitting in 
@ corner. The chap was duly ush- 
ered into the dining room. His
